Having received neither a Reissued Certificate of Correction in response to the request 
filed on January 27, 2006 nor any response from the USPTO despite numerous inquiries 
regarding its status, as detailed below and evidenced by the attached exhibits, Patantee hereby 
submits a Second Request for Reissued Certificate of Correction. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,930,337 issued on August 16, 2005. On September 26, 2005, Patantee 
filed a Request for Certification of Correction along with the $100.00 fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 
1.20(a). See Exhibit A . 

On November 15, 2005, the USPTO issued a Certificate of Correction in response to 
Patantee' s request. See Exhibit B . Upon review, Patantee noticed that the Certificate of 
Correction omitted numerous corrections included in Patantee' s request. More specifically, all 
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of the corrections listed on the second page of Form PTO/SB/44 were omitted. Compare Exhibit 
A at pages 5 and 6 with Exhibit B . 

Patantee submitted a [First] Request for Reissued Certificate of Correction on 
January 27, 2006. See Exhibit C . The request explained that "page 2 was omitted" and included 
Patantee's original Request for Certificate of Correction and the incomplete Certificate of 
Correction as exhibits thereto. An itemized postcard stamped by OIPE confirms that the USPTO 
received Patantee's [First] Request for Reissued Certificate of Correction on January 27, 2006. 
See Exhibit C at page 2. 

After nearly seven months passed without a reply from the USPTO, Patantee submitted a 
Status Inquiry on August 14, 2006. See Exhibit D . 

Following another four months without any response from the USPTO, Patantee 
submitted a second Status Inquiry on December 15, 2006. See Exhibit E . Again, Patantee 
received no response. 

On February 14, 2008, more than two years after submitting its [First] Request for 
Reissued Certificate of Correction and still having received no response whatsoever from the 
USPTO, Patantee telephoned the Certificates of Correction Branch to inquire regarding the status 
of its request. Patantee left a detailed voicemail including the patent number and contact 
information, but Patantee's call was never returned. 

Several months later and still having received no response whatsoever from the USPTO 
despite two written Status Inquiries and a voicemail left at the Certificates of Correction Branch, 
Patantee initiated a series of telephone calls to the main USPTO Customer Service Center. 
Contemporaneous notes taken by Patantee's representative memorialize calls on July 17, 2008 
and July 31, 2008 and August 5, 2008. See Exhibit F . 

As the notes indicate, Patantee's telephone call on July 17, 2008 was assigned reference 
number 1 125499649. Patantee advised the customer service representative that voicemails left 
for the Certificates of Correction Branch had not been returned. The customer service 
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representative agreed to escalate the issue to a supervisor and assured Patantee of a return phone 
call. See Exhibit F at page 1 . 

Having not received the promised return phone call, Patantee telephoned the USPTO 
Customer Service Center again on July 3 1 , 2008. Patantee was again assured that the issue 
would be escalated to a supervisor and promised a return phone call within 48 hours. See 
Exhibit F at page 2. 

After five days passed with no response form the USPTO, Patantee telephoned the 
Customer Service Center yet again on August 5, 2008. Upon recounting the entire saga, Patantee 
was politely informed that there was nothing more the customer service representative could do 
and that Patantee would receive a return phone call "eventually." See Exhibit F at page 3. 

Today, more than three years after first filing its Request for Certificate of Correction, 
Patantee submits this Second Request for Reissued Certificate of Correction. Please issue a 
Certificate of Correction containing all of the corrections requested in Patantee' s original 
request. See Exhibit A at pages 5 and 6.
